Claims 1-15 are pending. 



Election/Restrictions 



Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. In accordance with 
37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single invention to which 
the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, Claims 9 and 10, in part and Claims 1-5, drawn to a polynucleotide encoding a kinase 
polypeptide. 

Group II, Claims 9 and 10, in part and Claim 6, drawn to a kinase polypeptide. 

Group III, Claims 9 and 10, in part and Claims 7 and 8, drawn to a recognition molecule. 

Group IV, Claims 11-14, drawn to a recombinant FRET method for identifying a binding partner 
for a kinase polypeptide. 

Group V, Claim 15, drawn to a non-FRET method for identifying a binding partner or a 
modulator.

The inventions listed as Groups I-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical feature for the following reasons: The technical feature linking Groups I-V appears to 
be that they all relate to a kinase polypeptide. However, kinase polypeptides were known in the 
art. For example, Trotter et al, 1999 teach a kinase polypeptide that is functionally analogous to 
SEQ ID NO: 1, which anticipates Claim 1. Therefore Groups I-V share no special technical 
feature as defined by PCT Rule 13.2, as it does not define a contribution over the prior art. 
Furthermore, the products of Groups I-III do not share a special common structural and 
functional feature while, the methods of Groups IV and V do not use the same reagents or 
produce the same results. In addition, the methods of Groups IV and V do not comprise all of 
the methods for making or using the products of Groups MIL Accordingly, Groups I-V are not 
so linked by the same or a corresponding special technical feature as to form a single general 
inventive concept. 

Searching more than one of Groups I-V would represent a burden on the Office for the 
following reasons. Because the products of Groups I-III do not share a special structural and 
functional feature, a search for any one said product would not encompass a search for any other 
said products. Thus, a search for more than one of the products of Groups I-III would be a 
burden on the Office. A search one of the methods of Groups IV and V would not encompass a 
search for any other said methods because the methods do not share a special technical feature of 
steps and products used, or results produced. Thus, the search for more than one of Groups IV 
and V would be a burden on the Office. A search of any one of the products of Groups I-III 
would not encompass a search of any of the methods of Groups IV and V, or vice versa, because 
said methods are not the only methods of making or using said products. Thus, a search of any 
one of the products of Groups I-III with any of the methods of Groups IV and V would be a 
burden on the Office. 

These inventions lack Unity of Invention for the reasons given above. Furthermore, each 
invention has acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized divergent subject matter 
and, thus, searching more than one invention would be a burden on the Office. Therefore, 
restriction for examination purposes, as indicated, is proper. 
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Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a right to 
petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly and specifically 
point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election shall be treated as an 
election without traverse. Traversal must be presented at the time of election in order to be 
considered timely.
